The Secretary of State to the American Ambassador at Berlin: 
' ; 


Please call on the Minister of . Foreign 
Affairs and after reading to him this com- 
munication leave with him a copy. 

In view of. recent, acts of the German 
authorities in violation of American rights 
on the high seas; which culminated in thé 
torpedeing and sinking of the British 
steamship Lusitania. on May 7, 1915, by 
which over 100 American citizens lost their 
lives, it is clearly wise and desirable that 
the Government of the United States and 
the Imperial German Government should 
come to a clear and full understanding as 
to. the grave. situation which has resulted.

TURKS TORPEDO 
BRITISH WARSHIP 


Predreadnought Goliath Sunk 
in Dardanelles, with Loss 
of 500 Men. 


VICTIM OF DESTROYERS 


They Attacked Her Just Within 
the Strait—Twenty Officers 
and 160 Men Saved. 


LONDON, May 13.—The British battle- 
ship Goliath has been torpedoed in the 
Dardanelles, It is believed that 500 lives 
have been lost. 

Announcement of the loss of the bat- 
tleship was made in the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon by .Winston Spen- 
cer Churchill, Firat Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, who sata: 

“ The Goliath was torpeaoed last cates 
ina torpedo attack by destroyers while 
protecting the French flank just inside 
the strait. 

“Twenty officers and 160 men were 
paved, which, I fear, means: that over 
500 were. lost. ’

Treatmént of Merchant Vessels 
During War as Decided | 
at That Time. 


' Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON; May 18.—The Treaty 
of 1828, between the United States. and 
Prussia; referred to° by President. Wil- 
son in his ‘note to Gérmary, is as ,fol- 
lows: 

The United States of America and his 
Majesty, the King of Prussia, equally, 
animated with the desire of maintain- 
ing the relations of good understanding 
which have hitherto so happily subsist- 
ed between their respective States, of 
extending, also, and consolidatindg the 
commercial intercourse between them, 
and convinced. that‘this object cannot 
better be accomplished: than by adopt- 
ing the system of an entire freedom of 
‘navigation, and a perfect reciprocity, 
based upon principles of equity equally 
beneficial to “both coufttries and ap- 
plicable in time of péace as well as in 
time of war, have, in consequence, 
agreed to enter into negotiations for 
the conclusion of a treaty of navigation 
and commerce; for which purpose the 
President of the United States has con- 
ferred full powers on Henry Clay, their 
Secretary of State; and his Majesty the 
King of Prussia has conferred like 
powers on the Sieur Ludwig Neiderstet- 
ter, chargé d’affaires of his said Maj- 
esty, near the United States; and the 
‘said plen goign having exchanged 
their said full powers, found in good 
and due form, have concluded and 
signed. the following articles:. 


~ Article 1. 


There. shall be between the territories 
of the high contracting parties a re- 
ciprocate body of commerce and navi- 
gation... The inhabitants of their re- 
spective States shall mutually have lib- 
erty to enter the ports, places, and 
rivers of the territories of each party, 
wherever foreign commerce 8 peérmit- 
ted. They shall be at liberty to so- 
journ and reside in all parts whatso- 
ever.of,said territories, in order to at- 
tend to their affairs, and they shall 
enjoy to that effect the same security 
and protection as natives of the coun- 
try wherein they reside, on condition of 
their submitting to the laws and ordi- 
nances there prevailing. 


Article 2. 


‘ Prussian vessels arriving either laden 
or in ballast, in the ports of the United 
States ‘of Amerjca; and, reciprocally 
vessels $f the United States. arriving

as to the fees and perquisites of public 
officers, and all othér duties and 
charges, of whatever kind or denomina~ 
tion, levied ‘in name; or to the 
profit, of the Government, the local au- 
thorities, or of any private éstablish- 
ment whatsoever. . :

All kind of merchandise and articles 
of commerce, either the produce of the

reciprocally, to vessels of the said States 
and their cargoes, arriving in the ports 
of the Kingdom of Prussia, whether the 
said vessels clear directly from the ports 
of the eggroay f to which they respective- 
ly belong, or from the ports of any other 
oreign country. 


Article Vv. 


No higher or other duties shall be 
imposed on the importation into the

WOULDN’T FIGHT FOR HONOR. 


Prof. Kirchwey Would Call World 
Council to Draft New War Rules. 


Columbia’s pacifists heard Professor 
Georgé W. Kirchwey and4 Professor John 
W. Erskine plead against a rush to arms 
yesterday in Havemeyer Hall. The 
theme was the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania. v 

Professor Kirchwey was applauded 
when he declared he would never go to 
wart for national honor. He said the 
questions arising out of the Lusitania 
were purely legal and he would have the 
President call a conference of all 
nations, whether neutral. or at: war, to 
draft a new-code of war rules. 

“Tam frank to say, and you may. call 
me..an¥ kind -of, pacifist, you. wish" 
said Professor. Kirchwey, ‘‘that I’ would 
never go to war because the honor of 
‘thé’ éountfy wab uffrontéed any niore 
than I ,would. shoot a man who insulted 
me in the street. It might be that: I 
might not kill him because I was re- 
strained and forced to coynt one hund- 
red.. America even if her honor has 
been affronted has had time to count 
and has no reason for going te war 
now. 

‘* My advice to the President would be: 
Don’t be too fond-or too stiff about the 
rights of neutrals. Don't take an atti- 
,tude from which you can't withdraw 
without war. I would make the Ameri- 
can people count until they get over 
this bellicose feeling. 

“There is no doubt that there is no 
right to sink living persons on ships, but 
I think there is need of a new law for- 
bidding neutrals from sailing on enemy 
ships. carrying contraband. The need 
of this is caused by the new emergen- 
cles and new. conditions found in pres- 
ént maritime warfare and the reckless- 
ness of all the nations at war."’ 

Prof. Erskine said that this was un- 
doubtedly a very good chance to enter 


thé war, but he believed that there 
were better means of settling the dif- 
ficulties than force. 

“There are two arguments running 
through the present discussion in the 
newspapers,” said Dr. Erskine. ‘‘ The 
one is the appeal to honor and the other 
the necessity of war. Revenge is al- 
ways the motive for war and honor is 
the simple disguise for this revenge.

UDINE, Italy, May 12, (via Paris, May 
13.)—Every preparation has been made 
for the proclamation of a state of sieg2 
in all the Austrian territory which bor- 
ders-on Italy. The Government already

Italians whose homes are in Austria 
already have fled for safety across the 
frontier in great numbers. It is esti- 
mated that 40,000 have left Trieste alone, 
while the total will aggregate 120,000. 
Large contingents of Austrian troops are 
constantly arriving at Trieste and points 
in Gorz and Gradisca. It is asserted.in 
military circles here that Austria has 
been quietly gathering this new army for 
possible operations against Italy. 

At some~-points on the frontier Aus- 
trian and Italian troops are fm such 
close contact that they can see each 
other.

USE NONCOMBATANTS - 
- AS SHIELD FOR TURKS 


Our Ambassador Vainly Protests 
on Behalf of French 
and British. 


Special Cable to THE NeW YORK TIMES. 
LONDON, Friday, May 14.—The Brit- 
ish Foreign Office publishes a,striking 
correspondence, . transmitted through 
American diplomatic. channels, on the 
subject of Turkey's threat to remove 
British and French noncombatants from 
Constantinople to the danger zone in 
Dardanelles. Here follows material 
parts of the correspondence: 

From the American Ambassador in 
Constantinople: 

The Minister of War today (May 2)’ 
told me that the fleet and aeroplanes 
of the Allies are bombarding and kill- 
ing noncombatants at Gallipoli and 
other unfortified places on that penin- 
sula. He has therefore decided to 
send to those places French and Brit- 
ish subjects from Constantinople, ex- 
posing them to the same danger; but 
will aelay taking this action until 
May 6, so as to give time for the re- 
ceipt of assurances that orders to dis- 
continue such bombardment will be 
given. 

From Sir Edward Gréy to the Amer- 
ican Ambassador in London: 

I have the honor to request that Mr. 
Morgenthau, United States Ambassa- 
dor in Constantinople, may be so good 
as to inorm the Ottoman Government 
that if British or French noncomba- 
tants are transported ‘to those places 
which; owing to the presence o the 
Ottoman Army, fall within the zone of 
the present military operations, his 
Majesty’s Government will hold Enver 
Pasha, his highness Said Halim Pasha, 
and the members of the present Otto- 
man Ministry, as well as.the military 
authorities commanding the Turkis 
troops, personally oT for the 
‘life of any British subject or French 
citizen ‘so transported, and for any 
hurt, damage or wounds which such 
nationals may receive: 

From the American Ambassador in 
Constantinople: 

-May 4, 10 P..M.—I again called on 
the Minister of War and did my very 
best to dissuade him from his deter- 
mination to send into the war zone 
British and French noncombatants, 
and. further endeavored to persuade 
him to take no aetion at all until I 
could receive the answers of the Brit- 
ish and French Governments. .He'said 
that, having. given the order and §is- 
sued it to the military authorities, he 
could not now countermand it without 
serious injury to army discipline. In 
consequence of my insistent a ments. 
he resolved to send only men between 
20 and 40 years of age, to limit their 
number to fifty, and to select the 
youngest. These men may remain on 
board the steamer until I hear from 
London and Paris, and, accor to 
‘tthe nature of the replies so received, 
~ they are te be landed’ at Gallipoli-or 
brought back to Constantinople.

ALLIES’ SUCCESSES 
DISQUIETING TO BERLIN

Major Moraht Admits the Possi- 
bility of German Loss 
of Territory.

ROTTERDAM, May 18, (Dispatch to 
The London Daily News.)—That there is 
evident uneasiness in Berlin military 
circles over the Allies’ advance is shown 
by a significant article by Major Moraht, 
who, writing in the Berliner: Tageblatt, 
candidly admits that the Germans must 
now be on the defensive, and may be 
forced to surrender some territory. 

** Between Arras and Armentiéres,’’ he 
says, ‘‘thingse are very lively. It is 
the offensivé of an enemy with strong 
forces, and therefore the beginning of 
the war in May announced by Kitchener. 
That announcement was not unwelcome 
to our army command. That Kitchener 
keeps his word is due more, perhaps, to 
the peculiarities of a coalition war than 


to the completion of his advertised army 
of many millions of white and colored 


Englishmen. For two weeks transports 
have without doubt brought notable new 
forces into France, but in any case not 
millions. What France-has brought into 
the field for this offensive it is difficult 
to say. It may be the great army of de-,. 
fense from Paris, which does not feel it- 
self threatened at the moment but it 
may.be the newly trained young re- 
serves,, or troops rested after the fight- 
ing in Champagne and between the 
Meuse and the Moselle. 

‘* Although we have strong confidence 
that this offensive will not lead te driv- 


ing us out of Flanders and the north of 
France, as the enemy hopes, still, an\at- 
tack with great’ numerical superiority 
may bring about a backward and for- 
ward battle which may continue'a long 
time without resulting ‘in any decision. 
In such circumstances the giving up of 
individual points on the front is no ca- 
tastrophe, and if the French have wrest- 
ed from_su the trenches between Caren- 
cy and Neuville, they have had to win, 
their successes at the cost of bloody! 
losses and without the certainty of 
kesping us out permanently. 

‘The situation in the west is such that

Count Apponyi Believes Britain 
and Germany Will Be Friendly 
After the War.

SAYS ENTENTE CANNOT WIN 


Galicia, He Thinks, Will Be. Re- 
stored to Austria—-Poland Made 
a Barrier Against Muscovites, 


BUDAPEST, Hungary, April 26, (Cor- 
respondence of The Associated Press.)— 
Courit Albert Apponyi; the veteran Hun- 
garian Opposition party leader, former 
Minister and~President of Parliament, 
who is personally widely known in the 
United ‘States because of his lecture 
tour of four years ago, has received 
the correspondent of The Associated 
Press and discussed frankly not only 
present war: conditions in his country, 
Yut what the European struggle may 
bring forth. He is a thorough optimist. 

‘“*T see no reason why after this war 
some understanding of the western 
European powers shouldn't come,’’ he 
said. 

‘‘ We in Austria and Hungary have no 
serious points of conflict with England | 
and France. France after 1870 had to 
make an effort to regain her lost prov- 
inces from Germany, but she must now 
see that the attempt is hopeless. She 
has had the assistance of the strong- 
est possible coalition which could be ar- 
ranged to help her gain her desire, and 
is further than ever from success. It 
would be possible, I think, after the 
war to reconcile her to the loss by some 
concessions regarding the autonomy of 
Alsace-Lorraine and enable her to enter 
the new coalition. England, too, would 
have to give up her aspirations to abso- 
lute naval superiority over all the rest 
of the world—to a. dominance which 
would enable her to dictate the affairs 
of the world—and content herself with 
the position of the first naval power.” 


“Real Cause” of the War. 


Count Apponyi spoke at great length 
on the causes of the war, expressing re- 
gret that Americans were inclined to 
attribute it to an attack by Austria on 
Serbia and ignore Russia’s real object 
of gaining egress from the Black Sea 
to the Mediterranean and establish a 
Slav protectorate on the shores of the 
Adriatic. In asserting that the war 
was due to a premeditated attack by 
Russia, -which had been in preparation 
since the Russo-Japanése war, Count 
Apponyi said: 

“We Hungarians feel that’ the 
struggle for us-is one of very existence, 
There can never, be any security for 
western Europe so long as Russia is 
allowed to play a réle in European af- 
fairs. Her whcle history is one of con- 
quest’ to expand the territory under her 
control. Whet must come to meet this 
danger to -Europe is a coalition of the 
western European powers’ against 
Russia.”’ 

The Hungarian leader voiced a thought 
to which many high-placed men of Ger- 
many and Austro-Hungary are giving 
utterance—that the next thing on the 
cards after the war would be some 
form of understanding between the two 
protagonists in the present struggle— 
England and Germany. 

The war, Count Apponyi believes, will 
produce comparatively little change in 
the present ‘map of Europe, assuming 
that Austro-Hungary and Germany are 
successfiil:” ‘There Will be no ‘need, be 
said, to roll up the ‘map of Hurope an 
draft a new set of boundaries, certainly 
not in the west. In the east he Idoks 
for some settlement 6f the Polish prob- 
.lem, under which Poland will belong to 
the west, 2s a barrier against Russia.

Underestimated Russia’s Strength. 


Another ‘mistake attributed by the 
Count to the military authorities was 
underestimating the force which the 
Russians could throw into the field 
against Austro-Hungary. at the begin- 
ning of the war. It had been thought 
that several months would pass before 
Russia could complete her mobilization 
to full strength and a large Austro- 
Hungarian army was detached for oper-— 
ations against Serbia on this assump- 
tion. Russia was found, however, to be 
already virtually on a’ war'footin 
ready to pour her armies into 
from the very first. 

In view of this condition, said the 
Count, the Austro-Hungarian leaders 
should have in the beginning followed 
the policy now adopted of leaving on the 
Serbian frontier a force only strong 
enough to protect the border against in- 
vasion, and throwing against the Rus- 
sians the whole strength of the army. 
In this case the Russians, svith their 100 
divisfons, would not have been able to 
fall so overwhelmingly on the forty or so 
divisions of the Austro-Hungarian Army. 
Count Apponyi said he did not admit 
that Galicia had been lost to the dual 
monarchy. ‘‘ We have already driven 
the Russians from Bukowina,’’ he said, 
‘* Why not from Galicia? But even tak- 
ing the extreme case of the pessimists 
and granting that our armies are. not 
able to drive the Russians back on Rus- 
sian soil, I would point out that the 
armies of Germany and Austro-Hungary 
are already in possession of several 
thousand square miles of Russian Po- 
land. The area of this, it is true, may 
not be quite as large as that of the 
parts of Galicia occupied by the Rus- 
sians, but the population is greater. In 
riches, too, the parts of Russian Poland 
occupied by us exceed Galicia. In ad- 
dition, Germany holds virtually. all. of 
Belgium and Northern France, so there 
is no doubt that if the war should cease 
under present conditions, we should get 
back Galicia.’’ 

The aims for which Germany and 
Austro-Hungary are fighting, the Count 
thought, were already attained, for it 
would be many long years before any 
power or group of powers would ven- 
ture to attack them again. 

Talking of the sale of American mu- 
nitions of war to the enemies of the 
Teutonic allies, the Count said: 
‘*Sentiment in Austro-Hungary is not 
so intensely anti-American on this ‘ac- 
count as in Germany, but we feel that 
the war would soon be over if the 
United States would stop supplying ar. 
tillery and ammunition to Russia. -At 
the beginning of the wart Russia had an 
immense superiority in artillery and 
great supplies of ammunition for it. 
Now she has lost so many cannon and 
has fired away so much ammunition 
that she is barely able to hold her own, 
and we feel that without heln from 
America. this would be impossible~ for 
her, We realize that formal right may 
he on the side of the United States in 
this question; but it is hard to talk of 
formal right to some one Whose son, 
father, or brother has been’ killed by an 
American bullet.”

800 STUDENTS FOR PEACE. 


Pennsylvania Undergraduates 
dorse Wilson's Neutrality.

PHILADELPHIA, May 13,—Hight hun- 
dred “University of Pennsylvania stu- 
dents signed a petition which was sent to 
President Wilson today urging him to 
preserve the neutrality of this country 
in spite of the Lusitania disaster. Simi- 
lar petitions are being prepared at 
Princeton, Yale, Harvard, and Columbia 
Universities. 

The Pennsylvania students’ petition 
was circulated by members of the Uni- 
versity Peace Society, acting without 
Faculty suggestion. Undergraduates re- 
sponded quickly to the request for sig- 
natures. It is said at the university that 
few students favor any move by the Gov- 
ernment which may tend toward war. 

The.text of the paper follows: 

To the President of the United States 

of America: . 

We, the students of the University of 
Pénnsylvania; do hereby express our 
confidence iff the ‘sagacity and*pa- 
tience of our President, ‘at 
that we firmly believe that the United 

States’ should continue the “policy of 
néutrality as respects’ European affairs 
that It has ‘pursued in thé past. 

We believe that. occurrences such as 
the sinking of the Lusitania, grave as 
that is, should neither tempt nor force 
us into war, and that we should pur- 
sue peaceful means’ of settlement 
rather than attempt warlike reprisals. 

In full trust of the high-mindedness 
of our Executive, we wish to commend 
our attitude to his attention. 


METHODISTS PRAISE WILSON. | 


Bishops of Southern Church Send 
an Encouraging Message. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 13.—The

Task of Internment Great. 


The task.of completing the intérnment 
of male enemy aliens of military ,agé 
will not be light, according to the fig- 
ures mentioned in the House. It would 
appear that the measures to be taken 


will involve almost doubling the number 
of German and Austrian civilians now 
under restraint. While 19,000 aliens are 
now confined in internment camps, of 
the 40,000 still at ybeety presumably 
15,000 or 20, are of military age, and 
a large extension of the accommoda- 
tions now available will be required. 
Sir Edward Grey, in reply to a supple- 
mentary question, was unable to state 
the proportion of Germans and <Aus- 
trians, respectively, represented tn the 
figures quoted; but inquiry in well-in- 
formed quarters indicates that not fewer 
than four-fifths are Germans. No pub- 
lic statement has yet. been made ag to 
the arrangements for internment, but it 
is probable that a considerable addition 
will be made to the prisoners on the Isle 
of Man, where fresh accommidatiohs 
already are in course of construction. 
It is likely also that some huts vacated 
by soldiers drafted to the Continent 
may be occupied by interned prisoners. 
The course taken by the Government 
is generally approved by the representa- 
tives of societies which since the be- 
ginning of the war have been relieving 
istress among enemy aliens. 
of the Germans, it is stated, will gen- 
uinely welcome internment, particularly 
in view of the occurrences of the last 
few days, in which many of them lost 
both their property and their means of 
subsistence. 


Beresford Attacks High Germans. 


‘“We have had enough of kid-glove 
‘and featherbed. fighting. Now let us 
take the gloves off and intern a lot of 
our enemies,’ said Lord Charles Beres- 
ford at a women’s meeting in support 
of the movement for the internment of 
alien enemies, held in the Mansion 
House this afternoon. The most dan- 
gerous enemies in England, he declared, 
are wealthy naturalized Germans of a 
high social position.

LONDON RIOTERS 
~ HEAVILY SENTENCED 


Four Months at Hard Labor for 
' Some—Looting Now Confined 
to Boys and Women. 


LONDON, May 13,—Such. anti-German 
rioting as took place today and tonight 
was carried on largely by mobs of boys, 
girls, and women, who were out for 
fun or bent’ on ‘looting German shops; 
while. men stoed by laughing or en- 
couraging their youthful imitators. The 
‘police, strongly reinforced by special 
constables, were better able to handle 
the situation today. 

At Gravesend this evening.a mob vis- 
ited premises occupied by Germans, or 
persons bearing German names, wreck- 
ing the shops, and throwing their con- 
tents into the streets. 

Following the wild scenes of yester- 
day, about 500 active participants in 
attacks on German shops appeared in 
the police courts of London today. ° The 
Magistrates read sévere lectures and 
imposed heavy penalties in most cases. 


Some of the more culpablé were sen- 

tenced to jail terms at hard labor, the 

sentences ranging: from.a month. to four 

poon mis. tOhers, chiefly women, were 
ned. 

When men of military age appeared 
before the Magistrates there were told 
sharply that the best way to get re- 
venge on the Germans was to enlist. In 
this connection The Westminster Gazette 
said today: 

‘* People who hunt aliens and assault 
their. persons and loot their shops are 
not the people who are going to help us 
right our wrongs. They are loafers.and 
shirkers who are-not goi to war and 
whose violence has no patriotic motive.’’ 


No Complaints of Hurts. 


It is notable. that no complaints have 
been receivéd of aliens suffering from 
personal injury. Of the. many hundreds 
who appeared at the American Embassy 
and Consulate today seeking protection 
none showed signs of having been en- 
gaged in-an encounter. They desired 
compensation for the damage done to 
their property and assurances that there 
would be no repetition of the attacks.

GIVE PITTANCE TO WORKERS. 


Shocking Conditiéns in Workshops 
for French Soldiers’ Wives. 


PARIS, May 13.—Conditions which 
prevail in workrooms opened to é6n- 
able the wives of soldiers to éarn a 
living, the Petit Parisien says, are 
deplorable. There are now 600 of 
these establishments in Paris, half of 
them subventioned. Many of those 
which are operated under private 
auspices are said to be no better than 
sweatshops. Even in the best man- 
aged of those in the subventioned 
class, women are able to earn an av- 
erage of only 36 cents.a day for eight 
and one-half hours’ work. 

In some of the workrooms conduct- 
ed by sub-contractors for army shirts 
and other military supplies, the Petit 
Parisien asserts, women get only 10 
cents a day, while many operatives 
exchange their services for board and 
lodging.

ITALY’S POPULATION GROWS 


Deaths ‘and © ‘Illiteracy ® Decrease 
While Savings Increase.

Tres. 

ROME, April 25.—National statistics 
have just been igsuéd which are now of 
unusual interest because of Italy’s ‘in- 
ternational situation, The first. thought 
roused by a contemplation:of these sta- 
tistics is that Italy does not suffer, as 
does France, from a diminution - of 
population. 

According to the last census (1911) 
the, population of ‘the Kingdom sur- 
passéd 36,500,000, so that with less emi- 
gration lately-and less mortality the 
figures. have, probably risen now. .to 
about 40,000,000. Between 1901 and 1911 
the medium augmentation of the ‘pop- 
ulation was 6.5 per cent, in the thou- 
sand, in the whole Kingdom, the great- 
est increase being in the north, the 
lowest in the Abruzzi, with 0.7 per cent., 
poet Sages 3 lowsree by > é great earth- 
quake, while o e cities Napl 
holds the palm bis ie!

phiet telling of the extensiveness of our 
textile collection, and we are sending 
this tO manufacturers, designers, and 
art students to give them an idea of 
the advantages we can offer them in 
that line.’’

A large New York firm 
took designs of some famous old rugs 
for new ones it was having made, and 
éyen a Persian rug man, studying the 
construction of rugs here, made sketches 
of some of the Museum’s treasures. 

A maker of pottery studied colors and 
glazes for use in his work, a sculptor 
copied the Tanagra figurines, and a 
marble and mosaic worker took plaster- 
line studies of a Louis XVI. mantel to 
reproduce in marble. A mural decora- 

sketched a flower panel in the 
Hoentschel collection ,and an Assyrian 
teacher made sketches for tiles. A wo-

an embroidered table cover, an organ

Recent Talk About pail nopai:| 
ation of War Debts Makes Old 
Article of Interest. : 


In connection with recent suggestions 
regarding the possibility of Germany. or 
some of.the other’ warring nations re- 
pudiating their national debts after the 
struggle is over, a statement of the in- 
vestments -by leading British statesmen 
and publicists of ‘the 60's in the bonds 
of the Southern Confederacy: and. their 
consequent hopes for the success of the 
South in the civil war, reprinted in the 
April 28 issue of Greenwich Village, 
Guido Bruho’s magazine, is of special 


ed| interest. The article was originally. pub- 


lished in Donahoe’s Magazine in 1867. 
W. E: Gladstone, according to this state- 
meént, had invested $100,000 in Confed- 
erate bonds, and the owners and pub- 
lishers of the leading London papers are 
also on the lists. 

** The recent efforts of English capital- 
ists,’’ says the article—recent, of course, 
in. 1867—‘‘ to create a boom in Confed- 
erate bonds has led to additional reve- 
lations concerning the assistance given 
by English capitalists ‘in the Southern 
States in the war of secession. The 
manner in which these English bond- 
holders hope to realize at least.a portion 
of the millions sterling which they ad- 
vanced in order to member the United 
States is to induce the Southern States 
to petition the United States Govern- 
ment to transfer to the be fe ay the 
unappropriated balance of the Ala 
award, and of the larger amount of 
money. received from. cotton seizures in 
the South during the war. It is thought 
by them that ten millions of dollars. are 
lying idle in the Treasury~at Washing- 
This would be thirtéen or’ fourteen 
aptitess dollars, or about one-third of the 
amount they would be satisfied with as 
a settlement. The amount of the Con- 
federate. debt is said to bé four hundred 
million dollars. It ‘is mostly held in 
Kurope.. How much of this the syndicate 
will be able to gather in remains to be 
seen. At any rate, the syndicate, if 
successful, wiil reap a vast reward for 
their outlay. 


Schéme Was Forlorn Hope. 


“It is. needless to say that. such a 
scheme will never be successful and 
that it will only be resorted to as a 
forlorn hope on the part of those Eng- 
lish capitalists “who foolishly parted 
with their pounds sterling in’ order’ to 


gratity: their prejudices’ against this 
epublic, and with the hope that the 
success the Southern Confederacy 
would be. the death knell to a united 
republic on this continent. 

“In this instance, however, John Bull 
reckoned without his host, and now that 
his. hatred of democracy has cost him 
millions of pounds, wé hope he will he 
made even more miserable by the re- 
flection that not a-single six pénce will 
ever find its way back into an English- 
man’s pocket. 

“Mr. Ivan C. Michels,.a Russian gen- 
tleman well ‘informed on the transac- 
tions between the late Confederacy and 
European powers, furnishes. a list of 
names of some of. the holders of the 
Confederate cotton loan bonds. 

“Mr. Michels says that these were 
the actual. losses, moneys paid by each 
individual, but the amount of Confed- 
erate bonds they receiVéd in return 
amounted several million dollars. 
He obtain the information through 
his London correspondent. Mr. Michels 
thinks the zeal of the London ‘Times. is 
best understood and explained by the 
contributions of Messrs. M Sampson 
and John arpee Delane, editors o the 
newspaper, one parted with £15,000

EXTEND HEALTH EDUCATION 


“Maryland Committee Reports an 
Active Year of Work. 


The organization ‘of the Council on 
Health and Public Instruction of the 
American Medical Association, at the 
St. Louis meeting in 1910, was a definite 
recognition of the obligation on the part 
of the organized medical profession to 
educate the public, and to make its 
special and technical knowledge avail- 
able as far as possible for the guidance 
of the people. Like all other activities 
of. the American Medical Association 
this work can reach its highest develop- 
ment only through the co-ordinating and 
co-operation work of the State associa- 
tions, 

For this reason, each State Asosciation 
was asked to establish a State Com- 
mittee on Health and Public Instruction 


if it had not already done so, or to dele- 
gate this work to one of its existing 
committees. Many States are now tak- 
ing up this work. ‘Probably in. na State 
has it been developed to any higher 
point than in Maryland; in which the 
work of the Committee om‘ Public In- 
struction was early inaugurated and has 
been carried on vigorously and: enthu- 
siastically. 

In a recent issue of the Bulletin of the 
Medical and Chirurgical Faculty of 
Maryland appears an editorial review 
of the work of this committee for 1914. 
After stating that without question this 
work is one o fthe most important and 
valuable facvtors of the State associa- 
tion activities, attention is called to the 
health week held in Baltimore, with its 
accompanying public-health exhibit, and 
to the smaller meetings and exhibitions 
held throughout the State, as well as to 
the large number of lectures and public 
talks on health topics given by members 
a faculty in different towns and 

cities 

A noticeable feature is the number of 
members taking part in this work,. thir- 
ty-five speakers being furnished from 
the members of the State Society. The 
subjects were generally popular ques- 
tions of. hygiene, The addresses were 
given throughout the entire year in 
churches, school. houses, colleges, and 
town halis; and before labor organiza- 
tions, women’s clubs, local business 
men’s organizations and similar. bodies. 
One hundred and eighty such addresses 
were given in the year.

Venezuela, Explains Lack . 
of Revolutions. 





OUR TRADE INCREASING 


Since War Started, 97 Per Cent. Is 
Controlled by Americans—Na- 
tlves Have Lost Distrust. 


Preston McGoodwin, the United States 
Minister to Venezuela, who arrived yes- 
terday morning on the steamship Cara- 
cas of the Red D Line, spoke very op- 
timistically of the opportunities. for 
Anmterican trade with Venezuela. 

“The Buropean war is having the 
effect on South American countries,” 
he said, ‘‘of tending to maintain peace, 
instead of the periodical revolutions. 
American ammunition manufacturers 
are getting such high prices for their 
goods which have been shipped to the 
war in Europe that they have refused 
the orders sent in from the Latin Re- 
publics, so that neither the govern- 
mental forces or the would-be insur- 
gents have weapons to fight with.” 

In speaking about trade conditions in 
Venezuela, Mr. McGoodwin. said.: 

“The United States is handling more 
than $29,000,000 Apnually of imports and 
exports now. thé Venezuelan raw 
products, joa Tg pon and. hides are 
shipped to this country. All the manu- 
factured goods and finished products 
she uses are brought from this country, 
and Venezuela is absolutely dependent 
on the United States. Venezuela for- 
merly gave about 60 per cent. of her 
trad eto this country. Since the war 
about 97 per cent. is controlled by Amer- 
icans. efore the war started there 
were thirteen lines of steamers trading 
to Venezuelan ports; now the American 
Red D Line is the only one, except for 
the irregular service of the : Frerich Cam- 
pagnie Transatlantique.

SOCIALISTS OPPOSE WAR. 


National Committee Adopts Compre- 
‘hensive Non-Military Program. 


CHICAGO, May 13.—The National 
Committee of the Socialist Party to- 
day decided that the National Con- 
vention of next year should be held 
in this city, -Morris Hilquit of New 
York was chosen Chairman of the 
committee, and Walter Lanfergfek of 
Kentucky Secretary. It was decided 
to make nominations by referendum, 
leaving the resolutions and other 
matters to the convention. 

A number of resolutions and proc- 
lamations were considered. They call 
attention to the alleged “insidious 
propaganda of American militarism,” 
advocate the repudiation of.war debts, 
workmen generally not to fight or 
assist in the manufacture of muni- 
tions of war; and pledge Socialists 
to work for .a prescribed. peace pro- 
gram at the end of the. war: 

The program did not go through 
without opposition, Victor Berger 
of Wisconsin and George R. Lunn, 


former Mayor of Schenectady, N. Y., 
insisted that the right to ight for 








national existence must be recog: || 


nized. 

“There are calngs worse than war,” 
shouted Mr. Ber ‘Slavery is one 
of them. I wou a ‘take up @ gun-and 
fight against slavery, and would 
fight “- ainst the invasion of my 
home. ou can't resist an invasion 
with resolutions, any more than’ you
